Any  such 
fisherman  may  sell  such  fish  from  house  to  house  or 
otherwise  within  the  City  limits  upon  procuring  from 
the  Market  Clerk  a license,  and  on  payment  for  such 
license  a fee  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  per  day.” 

2.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Trades  License 
Amendment  By-law,  1895.”
